BEWARE OF WOUNDS!
TETANUS LURKS NEAR

Public Health Service Warns
Fourth of July
Celebrators.

The United States public health serv-
ice warns parents io give special at-
tention to all wounds, no matter how
trivial, sustained from explosions of
firearms and firecrackers, especially on
the Fourth of July, because tetanus, a
fatal disease, usually resuilts from such
wounds. The warning goes on to state
that home treatment may be disastrous,
and recommends that In case of injury
a physician be called.

Fourth of July tetanus is easy to pre-
vent, but extremely difficult to cure,
the mortality rate being 95 per cent.
Deaths resulting from it are heid to be
unneceseary, in view of the fact that
it Is so easy to prevent.

Fatalities resulting from Fourth of
July tentanus, or lockjaw, sustalned
from wounds caused by firearms and
firecrackers, have been reduced from

104, In 1805, to 1, In 1815. This fatality,
although only one out of several hun-
dred thousand that occurred from the
same cause during the past year, was
the result of the carelessness that
usually attended the old-fashioned cale-
brations of Independence day.

The institution of better prophylactic
treatment by physicians and the sgi-T
tation for a “safe and sane” Fourth of
July are held to be the reasons for
the decrease in the number of deaths
resulting from Fourth of July tetanus.
In view of the fact that extra precau-
tions are taken on the Fourth of July,
the public health service belleves that
every youngster In the country is safe
from death from Fourth of July te-
tanus, even though he may be injured.

[YOUNG WOMAN ENDS LIFE

BY SWALLOWING POISON

Miss Cecelia A. Whitehead Commits
Suicide, Thwarting Friend’s At-
tempt to Prevent.

Miss Cecelia A. Whitehead, twenty
vears old, daughter of Mf. and Mrs. Wal-
ter P. Whitehead, 729 7th street south-
east, committed suicide yesterday after-
noon by taking poisin. John P. MeCul-
lough, 1010 3th street northwest, a caller
at the Whitehead home, made an Inef-
fectual effort to knock the glass contain-
ing the polson from her hand. It was
shortly before 4 o'clock when the young
woman swallowed the polson and she
died at Casualty Hospital at 8:26 o'clock
last night.

The young lady and her caller were
seated in the front room engaged In con-
versation, the police were informed, and

the former left the room and went to
the kitchen., When she returned and
while standing at the door between the
parlor and dining room, MecCullough
stated, she raised the glass and declared
she would drink the polson if it were the
last act of her life.

McCullough advanced toward Miss
Whitehead and made the effort to knock
the glass from her hand. He immediately
had her taken to the hospital. The police
were unable to learn a reason for the
young woman's wish to die.
